1, The Government Statist reports that 206 (212) Varieties of Wheat 
were reported as sown for the Wheat Crop of the Season 1930-31. The 
total area sown for Grain, Hay and Fodder was 4,507, 213 13,387, 310) 
of which the varieties sown were not specified for 220,969 (141,356) 
acres, The total acreage cropped increased 13%, 


2. Particulars of the sixteen most popular varieties are given at foot 
hereof. From these it will be seen that Gluyas (13.79%) and Nabawa 
(12.442) occupy first and second place and accounted for more than one 
quarter of the total area sown. It is interesting further to note 
that one half of the sown area was sown with the first five varieties, 
- Gluyas 13.79%, Nabawa 12.44%, Late Gluyas 9.87%, Federation 8.327, 
and Currawa 6.12% - total 50.547.
